absolutely relinble source at Proetoria,
capital of the Tronsvaal, the plan of
campnign which will be followed by
Goeneral Joubert, commander-in-chief of
the Boers, in the event of war botween
the Transvasl and Great Britain, Gen.
eril Joubert's force, it appears, will con-
sist of 20,000 men armed with Mausor
riflos, in addition to 46 quick-firing guns
and 1,000 artillerymen, most of them
drawn from the German and Dutch
armies. With these troops and help ex-
pected from the Orange Free Stato, Jou-
bert expacts to take the offensive imme-
dintely after the declaration of war, en-
ter the Orange Free State and march on
Kimberley, the British dinmond mining
coenter in West Griqualand.  Joubert
expeets to eapture the town with slight
loss und blow up the De Beers dinmond
mine.  Simultancously, it is added, the
railrond from Capetown to Buluwayo
will b destroyed by Boer sympathizers
and agents in Cape Colony, who will de-
stroy the Port Elizabeth-Pretorin  line
south of Bloomfontein, to prevent Brit-
ish troops from using it.

Finally, immediately after Kimberley
is captured, General Joubert will ad-
vanes on Capetown, the capital of Cape
Qolony, through the western provinees,
whore the Duteh predominate and are
expected to join the Boers.  Joubert
caleulntor that he will be master of
Capetown a fortnight after the declarn-
tion of war and that he will then be
able to dictate terms of ponce.

Oiclals Deny the Story.

Loxvox, June 20,—The offivials of the
colonial office were shown the dispatch
from Washington saying that Canada
hod served notice on Grreat Britain that
it must choose between  the United
Stutes and its North American dominion
in the settlement of the Alaskan bound-
ary dispute.  They declared the story is
wrong, nnd that it can be further reaf-
firmoed that o modus  viveodi was
renched early last week,  One or two
minor details arve still under discussion
and when they are sottled o final ar-
rangement will e drawn ap. Gen-
erally speaking, it may be said that the
boundary agreed apon follows the sum-
mits of the White and Chilcoot passes.

DBanker Emds s Life,

Burr OAk, Mich., June 20.—At the
dinner table yesterday John T. Holmes,
o prominent business man and banker,
drew o revolver, pointed it at his wife
and pulled the trigger. The weapon
missed fire and he was speedily dis-
armed by his son.  He then left the
house and endeavored to jump into the
river.  When he was foreibly prevented
from doing this he went to the bank,
whoere he commenced to act strangely.
He denied having taken poison, bat in a
few minutes died in convulsions,  Do-
mestic troubles are believed to have
made him temporarily insane.
